Washivgton, Murch 6.—Forty-
one thousand officers and men of
the combined army and navy
forees comprise the approximate
total American strength now at,
en ronte avd under orders for ser-
vice for the Philippines. No fur-
ther reinforcements are now i
confemplation. The forces of the
two services already stationed in
and about the archipelago couvsist
of twenty regiments of ivfaotry,
one engineer battalion, seven
troopa of cavalry and eleven bat.
teries of artillery, an aggregste
of about 24,600 men.
Nineteen vessels, with an aggre
gate of 207 officers, 2000 men and
258 marices makoe op the naval
contingent. This ia exclusive of
the transpor} Bolace, with 162
officers and men all told, which is
constantly passing back ana forth
(from Masnila.
